


Quebec jailers taken 


to court by inmates

Next Monday, eight 
maximum security prisoners 


> Will be taking the Correctional 


Services of Canada to federal 
court, hoping to establish an 
important precedent for 
prisoners’ rights. 
seeking damages of $250 for 
each day spent in QUébec's 
Archambault prison, after being 
involuntarily transferred there. 

The prisoners launched an 
injunction against the in- 
voluntary transfers earlier this 
summer, but seven of them 
dropped the suit after the 
Solicitor General agreed to 
transfer them back to their 
original prisons. One prisoner, 
Rod Camphaug, couldn't get 
that agreement, and Is pursuing 
the injunction on Monday. The 
others are seeking damages for 


— days spent in Archambault. 


‘‘After arriving in -.Ar- 
chambault from Prince Albert, 
Saskatchewan, from New 
Brunswick and from Millhaven 
(Ontario), we began 
discussions concerning the 

-involuntary transfers," says 
Camphaug. 

“After almost three weeks of 
voicing each other's options, it 
was finally decided that if we 
were to accept such a move, 
then involuntary transfers 
would only continue, and other 
prisoners would be shuffled 
around the country as often as 
Ottawa saw fit to do so. 
Therefore, when we were asked 
by Archambault authorities to 
change our cell locations and 
report to the workboard, we 
simply refused to have 
anything to do with integrating 
into the normal functions of the 
prisoners program." 

Consequently, for “Refusing 
to intergrate into the normal 
population procedure,’ the 
men were placed into solitary 
confinement for an average of 
50 days each. / 


Capilano College: 


B.C. banks 


VANCOUVER (CUP) — 
Capilano College's student 
society has decided to boycott 
banks with investments in 
South Africa and will transfer 
its $70,000 account to a credit 
union. 

“Banks have a policy of 
lending large amounts of 
money to South Africa, which 
keeps thousands of people 
oppressed,’ ~ said Student 
Society officer Catherine 
Ludgate. “If banks are aware of 
what's going on they might 
clean up their acts.” 

Student Society . president 
Scott Sudbeck voted against 
the boycott because he said 
the move would be costly to the 
society. 

“The transfer of money will 
have no effect because all 
banks are chartered banks,” he 
said. ‘When you start shuffling 
money around we lose money.”

In Toronto, the Prisoners’ 
Solidarity Collective has been 
helping organise support for 
the prisoners’ group. The PSC 
maintains that these in- 
voluntary transfers are in- 
jurious to prisoners. 

“Prisoners are snatched in 
the small hours of the morning, 
Stripped, searched, chained, 
shackled, and exiled thousands 
of miles away," according to 
the PSC. 

“Aside from culture shock, 
especially when english 
prisoners are sent to French 
institutions and vice-versa, they 
are effectively denied all visits 
from (their loved ones and 
lawyers due to the economic 


and geographic reality of long 


distance travel. 

“Their chances for early 
release are cut down because 
the community ties they 
worked hard to develop are 
severed. Additionally, if this 
involves a change in their 
classification from medium to 
maximum security, chances of 
release are further lowered 
because of the assumption of 
“dangerousness”. 

“Prisoners who have ap- 
peals, writs, 
pending are-effectively denied 
access to material for a proper 
preparation of their case as 
well as having any con- 
fidentiality in solicitor client 
communications destroyed.” 

Michel Gilbert, Assistant 
Director (Socialization) at Ar- 
chambault says the transfers 
are “an inter-regional exchange 
of negative elements that we 
decided, for the good order of 
our institution, to transfer in 
another region. In return, some 
inmates were transfered to us 
for the same purposes.” 

The. Montreal League of 
Rights and Liberties point out 
however, that no specific of- 
fence need be committed to get 
transferred. The Penitentiary

Camphaug disagrees with 
official explinations for the 
transfers. 

“The fact is everyone of us 
that was kidnapped was in a 


maximum (security prison) and 
were shipped to another 
maximum. Therefore, security 
reasons are unfounded for 
instituting such a move.” 

The PSC says, “The real 
purpose of these shanghais is 
to maintain the absolute power 
of the Captain Blighs of the 
Correctional Services of 


Canada and to break up any 
possibility of the gally slaves 
rising up in mutiny for human 
rights.” :

Student sues prof for plagiarism 


TORONTO (CUP) — In a 
possibly precedent-setting 
case, a former Carleton 
University student may sue a 
professor for plagiarism. 

Bobby Sui, a former graduate 
student at Carleton, has ac- 
cused.a professor of publishing 
material that he had prepared 
for a conference while em- 


- ployed as a research assistant . 


by that professor. 

Sui took a reading course in 
Canadian management 
ideologies at Carleton with a 
professor visiting from Con- 
cordia. The professor grew 
interested in Suis work and 
hired him as a research 
assistant so they might Jointly 
continue the work. 

Together they prepared a 
brief for a conference. Sui then 
left Canada for a year. When he 
returned he found that an ar- 
ticle allegedly bearing a 
marked similarities to the brief 


had been published, naming 


the professor as sole author 


and giving Sui one footnote as |. 


credit to his research. 

The Ontario Graduate 
a group 
within the Ontario Federation 
of Students (OFS), is sup- 
porting Sui’s case and is 
pursuing the legalities on his 
behalf, 

Gord Howe, OFS executive 
officer, said the article was a 
rewrite of an editorial nature, 
since data and the conclusions 
were the same. Whole 


paragraphs had been lifted 
from the brief, according to 
Howe. 

Howe said Sui approached 
the Canadian Association of 
Sociologists and  An- 
thropologists and filed a 
complaint. He also contacted 
the professional ethics com- 
mittee (PEC) which, after 
reviewing the evidence, found 
the case to be in Sui’s favor. 

The professor took the 
decision to the executive of the 
association and appealed it. 
The case was re-opened and he 
was exonerated on procedural 
and technical grounds. Howe 
added that the technical 
grounds were that no contract

a ‘Catch-22' policy of prisons. 

“During the ‘70s, prisons 
everywhere were exploding in 
response to what prisoners felt 
was almost a complete lack of 
action on the part of the prison 
bureaucracy in implementing 
thelr own orders for prison 
reforms. 

“In the past few years, ad- 
ministrators found themselves 
having to legitimize prisoner 
committees which they hope 
will defuse random violent 
resistance and channel 
grivences in an orderly manner. 

“These committees have 
accomplished those aims,” 
Sarti notes, ‘such as during an 
incident earlier this year in BC’s 
new maximum. security prison 
Kent, were a group of drunken 
prisoners took a guard hostage. 
The Kent prisoner committee 
asked, and were given per- 
mission by the warden, for 24 
hours to negotiate directly with 


the prisoners before the riot 


squad was sent in. The com- 
mittee’s actions succeeded in 
preventing further violence. | 

“The Catch-22  is,’’Sarti 
explains, “that just when the 
prisoner 
becomming a strong voice for 
the prisoners and presses for 
results on their frivences, the 
administration transfers the 
members to other institutions. 
This happened to two com- 
mittees in Kent this year, and 
also to Ivan Horvat, a 
spokesman during the BC Pen 
riot in ‘76. Despite the Canadian 
Parlimentary Subcommittee on 
Prisons praising his role during 
the riot, Horvat was transfered 
to Archambault where he was 
murdered last year. 

Camphaug warns that in- 
voluntary transfer might lead to 
further violence. 

‘(The transfers) lead to 
nothing but frustration and 
bitterness, causing serious 
tension and unease amoung 
the prisons they (prisoners) are 
forced to go to," he says.

Camphaug goes on to cite 
the recent disurbance at New 
Brunswick's Dorchester 
Penitentiary, the July hostage- 
taking at Milhaven by in- 
voluntarily transferred inmates, 
and the hostage-taking by a 
group of transferred inmates at 
St-Vincent de Paul in 1973. 
Their demands that they be 
sent back to the institution of 
their choice were met. 

He and the other prisoners 
involved have insisted on 


conducting a peaceful protest. : 
_Camphaug maintains, however, 


that they have been subjected 
to “tremendous pressure from 


the administration -and the 
guards,”’ 
Camphaug laments that

prisoners usually have no other 
alternative but to resort to 
violence. 

“Violence, it seems, is all the 
people in Ottawa and in 
Regional Headquarters un- 
derstand. When one of their 
employee's life is at stake, they 
are willing to talk and negotiate 
for things that could easily 
have been worked and settled 
months and even years ago,” 
he said.

Russia is the world capital of 
anti-Semitism, claims Martin 
Penn, director of Soviet Jewry 
for the Canadian Jewish 
Congress. 

“The government-controlled 
media exploits the population's 
latent anti-semitism by por- 
traying every Jew as a potential 
emigrant,” he said Wednesday 
at an informal discussion on 
Soviet Jewry at Hillel. 

“The KGB warned long- 
Standing Jewish political ac- 
tivists living in Moscow they 
would be arrested if they did 
not leave the city for the 
duration of the Olympics,” said 
Penn. “There were so many 
KGB agents in the area, it 
would have been nearly im- 
possible for any Russian citizen 
to approach the.Western press 
covering the games.” 

Penn said that the Olympic 
boycott could have been 


. successful but most of the 


countries taking part were of 
insignificant stature. One 
reason for the failure:was the 
inability of the West to 
organise. 

“The West is pretty weak,” 
said Penn.. “They have no 
overall plan for dealing with the 
Soviet threat. The Soviets have 
their five year plan, but as we 
are burdened with elections we 


. can't plan that far ahead.” 


Asked to comment on 
President Carter's foreign 
policy, Penn said, “He has 
made a more equitable policy 
but hasn’t been able to carry it 
through. Carter expounds the 
West's needs but three months 
later, his government does the 
opposite. He says the Soviets 
should be punished but he 
wasn't prepared to do what was 
necessary. 





CIA computer request 


Waterloo (CUP) — Protest is 
mounting at the University of 
Waterloo against:a request by 
the Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) for U of W computer in- 
formation: 

The CIA wants the advanced 


version of the computer 
compiler. developed at the 
_Jniversity of Waterloo. 


However an ex-employee of 
the U of W who helped develop 
the compiler said the CIA's 
past practice of using 
technology ‘‘to deprive people 
of their basic human rights” is 
‘a good reason for not granting 
their request. 

Steve Harvey, no longer 
employed at the university, 
attempted to state his views on 
this issue by explaining a sign 
reading ‘no UW computer 
programs. for.,.the.. .ClA'’, 


However, campus security 
quickly whisked him into their 
offices and explained he would 
have to get permission from the 
administration to have a 
demonstration. 

Harvey says if the compiler is 
turned over to the CIA it would 
aid the American Intelligence 
Agency in 
operations. 

When Harvey quit his part 
time job as a+ computer 
operator his computer account 
was cut off immediately. 

“it (the computer cut-off) 
was politically motivated. They 
weren't allowing me access to 
my -computer account, 
therefore | couldn’t do my 
work,” he said. 

Paul Dirksen, director of 
computing services, said it is 
the .palicy of, the Computer. to 


its clandestine 


cut off the computer accounts 
of part-time staff until contract 
renewal. However Harvey's 
account was not cut off the last 
time his contract expired. 

The student council at the 
University of Waterloo. has 
passed a motion asking the 
administration to deny the CIA 
request. 

- Several councillors said that 
since Harvey helped develop 
the compiler he should be given 
the right to say what should be 
done withit. 

Mark McGuire, last year’s 
student president, noted that 
the “wall of silence” built by 
the administration indicates 
they support handing this 
compiler over the CIA. 

A petition is also circulating 
on campus asking support

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=| Soviet Union capital 
of anti-semitism 


“| strongly dislike the idea of 
using food as a political 
leverage, but the U.S. is 
emasculated at this point. 
However, IBM shouldn't be 
running their salesmen back 
and forth, nor should recep- 
tions be going on for Soviet 
diplomats as is the normal 
practice in normal times.” 

Penn speculated that upon 
Brehznev's death a triumvirate 
would hold power in the 
U.S.S.R. 

“A power struggle would 
result in pro- and anti-détente 
factions emerging," he said. 
“But the way to show you're a 
staunch Russian is to be an 
anti-semite. Each contender for 
power will try to out-anti-semite 
the other." 

Penn feels the West would be 
hard pressed to apply sanc- 


tions in protest over the 
Soviets’ violation of human 
rights. However, a hard-line 


policy could be implemented 
for something as serious as the 
invasion of a country such.as 
Iran or Pakistan. 

“If such a crisis occurred 
Jews would seriously bear the 
brunt of it,” said Penn. “The 
West acts as a watchdog, using 
the treatment of Jews as a 
litmus test of Soviet policy. If 
you were to graph the number 
of Jews leaving Russia over the 
last decade you would find 
there is a positive correlation 
with the success of détente." 

Penn noted that rather than 
applying quotas, the Soviet 
authorities have cut off some 
fields of endeavor from Jews 
altogether. 

“The bureaucracy is com- 
pletely closed off to the Jews. 
some fields of science, such as 
physics, are presently 
dominated by Jews. The 
government, in. order to curb 
such domination, has refused 
to accept any more Jews."

University of South Carolina 
to a duel, and killed him.

become Führer in Germany 
was to sell postcards in 
Vienna for a few years. 

“After all, that’s how Adolf 
did it," Murphy is quoted as 
saying. 

Disdunk was not amused.

-strain, to toil without deman- 
ding approval for one’s ideas or 
existence from that group 
which we call the ‘‘élite’’? David 
Mandel gave us the answer to 
that question, and no ex- 
planation nor the deafening 
sound of silence will erase the 
disdain this institution has 
shown for originality. There are 
‘no words. Actions speak louder 
than words. They are the 
culmination of the process 
which we call thinking since 
thought comes before any act, 
be it of low or high calibre. 

To you, Dr. David Mandel, 


- who has asked the question, 


“Why am | not good enough for 
this University when | sought to 
excel and accomplished the 
feat?” here is your answer. This 
University is not good enough 
for you. It rejected out of hand 
your gifts. It did not seek to 
take pride and joy in your ac- 
complishments. It sought to 
secretly proclaim that 
ingenuity, creativity and 
originality are no match for 
popularity. Such a death 
sentence has no right to be 
hidden under the cover of 
collective action so that in 
years to come, when we ask 
when the brain drain began at 
McGill University, we will not 
know the answer.

On September 22 a letter 
written by Kitty Spraggett 
appeared in your newspaper 
which was almost unparalleled 
in its level of hysteria and lack 
of context.

6. ‘Germaine Greer, author of 
The Female Eunuch; 

7. Mishake Muyongo, acting 
V.P. of SWAPA — the liberation 
movement in Namibia; 

8. Cesar Chavez, American 


farmworker leader heading the. 


grapes and lettuce boycott; 

9. Henry Isaacs, official U.N. 
representative of 
Africanist Congress of Azania; 

10. Harald Edelstam, 
Swedish ambassador expelled 
by the Chilean junta. 

These speakers, along with 
many others, were totally or 
- partially funded and organized 
by the Debating Union with a 
view toward respecting the 
diversity of human opinion so 
that McGill could be: what 
Spraggett herself calls “a 
l'avant garde of a democratic 
society.” 

With the names of past DU 
speakers in mind, one is 


the Pan: 


compelled to ask Kitty 
Spraggett if she thinks we are 
involved in what she terms an 
“abuse of democracy” when 


we decide not only to listen to_ 


the other side on an issue but 
also to question it in a free an 


public forum. Spraggett doesn't. 


believe that our supposed 
“abuses” should be tolerated 
by McGill students. Au con- 
traire, it would seem that 
McGill students, once the 
healthy and enriching variety of 
our speakers’ program is put 
into context, would continue to 
defend our recognized right to 
both invite and pay guest 
lecturers regardless of politics 
s0 long as the general program 
is balanced. | 
Unfortunately, speakers of 
general university interest do 
indeed cost large sums of 
money. However, ASUS and the 
Students’ Society recognize 
these high costs and fund us in 
accordance with our needs to 
the tune of thousands of 
dollars. It would be naive to 
expect to run a speakers’ 
program for nothing. In fact, a 
few years ago the DU speakers’ 
budget was two or three times 
more than the current 
allocation. Prominent speakers 
charge what the lecture circuit 
market will bear: Harold 
Wilson, our first choice, $6000, 
and Moshe Dayan, $11, 000. The 
cost speakers, while regret- 
tably. high, is another fact 


‘ which uninformed people such 


as Spraggett either in- 
tentionally or unintentionally 
fall to place in its broader 
context. 

Furthermore, Spraggett 
freely engages in the 
defamation of our character 
when she refers to DU members 
as “dimwits,” “loud mouths,” 
and “‘clowns.”’- Yet again 


Spraggett, whose experience in 


our Union is next to nothing, 
made unfounded insults 
without mentioning two im- 
portant indicators which. also 


reflect upon our quality of 


conduct as debaters:
